Riss and Co., Inc., wants $90 million damages from 
rail associations and their public relations firm. One 
of the nation's largest munitions transporters, Riss claims 
a conspiracy which began in 1950 aims to "restrict, impede, 
harass, and eliminate Riss competition with rails in that 
field.* 

Four major charges are: Rails tried to get Ohio state 
officials to revoke their operating license...rails' 
front organization levelled propaganda against Riss that 
harassed their interstate transportation operations... 
rails abused intervention privileges before ICC...rails 
circulated false statements concerning Riss operations. 

Riss has picked Ohio as their battleground. Ata 
recent press conference folks were reminded that Governor 
Lausche was general counsel for C & 0 and V. P. of Feder- 
ation for Railway Progress...that it was Ohio, "bridge 
state" for Riss, which only a month ago asked ICC fora 
general investigation of Riss. 

All of the defendants say all of the charges are 
without foundation. Meantime, late in September, an ICC 
decision was expected any day. But the lawsuit will go 
on regardless, says Riss.

That “Bigger 
and Better”’ 
Road Test 
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Dave Beck is the power behind the quiet AFL organ- 
izing campaign against his old ally, United Mine Workers' 
John L. Lewis. 

Beck's Teamsters have set up a sizable fund to start 
a raiding drive on Lewis' union construction workers. 
Despite the Teamsters’ part in the Beck-Lewis plan to work 
out jurisdictional problems, this is just a membership 
raid on Lewis. 

Also, Dave Beck is getting ready for another busi- 
ness investment...plans to loan the Natural Storage 
Co. of Kansas City $500,000. He calls it good business 
and expects an average 5 per cent return on the money 
over a 15-year period. 











Upcoming...next year's national road test... 
project of the American Association of State Highway Of- 
ficials. Outstripping all previous road tests in scope 
and purpose, the project may cost $12 million and take 
seven years to complete -=- from land acquisition to final 
report. 

Main preliminary hurdles have been cleared. More 
than 30 states have said they will back the project with 
cash contributions...industry participants will fur- 
nish vehicles, fuel and tires. 

Only the details of the agreement between the manu- 
facturers and the AASHO remain to be worked out. Industry 
representatives and the AASHO executive sub-committee in 
charge of the project hope to conclude these arrangements 
at a meeting before October 20. 

Then the AASHO executive group, headed by first vice 
president G. T. McCoy, California State Highway Engineer, 
will present the project for adoption at the association's 
annual convention in Seattle, November 9-1ll. 

Main objective of the test is to develop data that 
will enable highway people to solve two basic and baffling 
problems: 








(1) How to design pavements that will carry present 
and future traffic loads, and 


What additional highway costs can be justified 
by transportation economies achieved through 
use of bigger and heavier trucks than are 

now permitted. 





Congress To 


“Snoop” 
Reciprocity 


With two STRIKES on him, Jack Cole, Jr., American 
Trucking Associations president, closed his $6 mil- 
lion a year business. He is head of the Jack Cole Company, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

A Goodyear strike at Birmingham hit his business 
hard first six months of this year...probably cost him 
$135,000. Then in September he paid off the last of his 
drivers rather than submit to union demands under a con- 
tract that had him paying for time not worked because of 
breakdowns, delays, etc. 

There is irony in the Cole saga. In 20 years Jack 
Cole built his company from one truck to more than 500 in 
the tradition of the dynamic trucking industry...on 
better service. When he said farewell to more than 400 
employees, Jack told them he no longer could afford to give 
drivers "*non-productive pay for doing nothing" -- at a 
loss of some $40,000 a month. 











Mack hit the headlines twice last month. 

Albert G. Crockett, director of sales development, 
Mack Trucks, Inc., accepted a citation and second prize -- 
a Putnam Award -- one of the most coveted awards in indus- 
trial advertising. It was in recognition of Mack's cam- 
paign introducing the new Thermodyne Diesel END 673 engine. 

Mack's board chairman, E. D. Bransome, “*scotched" 
current rumors concerning possible merger with any other 
truck companies. 





The reciprocity hassle has gathered new interest since 
summer. House Interstate Commerce Committee will launch 
an investigation in that field. Pressure for a House probe 
had been gathering all session. 

The investigation will be a staff study. The commit- 
tee will probably hold hearings next spring, after the 
staff reports. A number of aspects of the situation will 
be looked into, including the extent to which a breakdown 
in reciprocity (such as started by Ohio's axle-mile tax) 
can impede the free flow of interstate commerce; also, the 
extent to which constitutional questions are involved. 

Federal regulation of some sort has been discussed 
as a solution to the problem, but there is no legislation 
currently being considered. 
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Ike's $50 Billion 
Road Program 


OUR NEIGHBORHOOD HERO was Martin O’Brien, the under- 
taker, whose rich lrish tenor brought tears at his funerals when 
he sang, “Someday We'll Understand.” 


We thought of Martin as we checked with our favorite high- 
way economist friends on what President Eisenhower meant 
when he proposed that “$50 Billion Road Improvement Pro- 
gram.” Their answers seemed to blend into the old chorus— 
“Someday We'll Understand.” 


But, that $50 billion—where is it to come from... how is 
it to be spent? Everybody who uses the highways... and pays 
for “em... wants to know. 


¢ Is this $50 billion ($5 billion a year for ten years) in 
addition to what we are now spending? Probably not. That 
would put the yearly gross above $10 billion! 


¢ If it is on top of our present expenditures, where would 
it be spent—on the entire Federal Aid System... on the 
vital National Defense System ... or would it include local 
roads and streets? 


Highway economists figure we are now spending at the rate 
of $2.25 billion a year on capital investment and improvement 
of the state highway systems, alone. Under Ike’s plan would we 
add $5 billion to the $2.25 billion or just add the difference... 
$2.75 billion? 

Another question that must come up when we understand 
what the $5 billion means is: If that’s on top of what we’re now 
spending, who will pay for it and how? 


Almost everybody knows we need adequate highways. So 
everybody wants to be for the President’s $50 billion road 
improvement program—if he can. 


But until we get the “how” answers, look for more “iffy” 
suggestions and trial balloons, which mostly indicate what some 
of us want from the program IF we ean afford it. 


Someday, when these questions are answered and a proposal 
is readied for Congress... Yes, “Someday We'll Understand!”

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Stealing in Your Shop? 
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eres a Way to Stop It 


Glance at the nine faces of the shop thief. 
If you’re fortunate, none are in your shop. 


Even so, it may pay you to read this article. 





“Wo ME? Thief in my shop?” 


Yes, you. In your shop. There’s your man—in the 
portrait across the page. And we really mean men—be- 
cause all the evidence points to the fact that there’s at 
least a little larceny in all shops. 


In a recent FLEET OWNER survey on hand tools, it was 
revealed that almost 30 per cent of fleet owners consider 
the loss of tools in their shops a real problem. And this 
survey covered only tools—it didn’t consider the prob- 
ably more serious problem of spare parts pilferage. 

And it’s almost certain that many of the remaining 
70 per cent, who don’t consider the loss of tools a prob- 
lem, are living in happy ignorance. 


Unawareness of this problem makes management 
look pretty bad. You've heard the old standby: “They're 
robbing me blind.” Sometimes it’s said with a smile—as 
if management didn’t mind being taken for a sucker. 
Sometimes it’s said in great seriousness—as if it were 
a whopping big problem. 


Either way it’s a sad commentary on management's 
inability to cope with the theft problem. 

Poor theft control is an indication of lax shop man- 
agement, that may show up in loose inventory control 
of parts and tools, sloppy housekeeping, poor communi- 
cations, or second-rate supervision. 

Management, when dealing with losses through care- 
lessness, pilferage, or theft from either inside or outside 
the shop, must walk between two extremes: 

Ignoring, the problem will only serve to increase lax- 
ity and losses. The development of an “I don’t give a 
damn” attitude among employees will be inevitable. 

On the other hand, too stringent measures against 
such losses may cost more than they save, and disrupt 
employee morale. 


What's the answer? Insurance? You certainly should 
have it. But it won't stop stealing. And you can’t col- 
lect when you don’t even know that a theft has occurred 
in your shop. 

Stopping stealing boils down to just another manage- 
ment problem, It should be treated as such, The better 
you run your shop, the more secure it will be. 

You can do something about stealing. You can make 
it tough to steal. You can show your employees you 


mean business when you catch them stealing. 


Turn the page for three sure-fire meth- 


ods of stopping thievery in your shop 
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Three Ways to Cut The't Losses . . . continued 


1. Set up a Smart “Stop Thief’ 


You can go a long way toward the ideal of eliminating 
thievery through a good publicity program. You have to 
let employees and others know that you are determined 
to stamp out such losses of parts and tools. Then you 
can follow up your words with a number of actions: 


“Give-away” theft deterrents © (Oftentimes em- 
ployees steal because they feel they're entitled to a break 
in using shop tools and equipment. Some fleet owners 
give employees a break by lending tools, or allowing 


the use of shop equipment for personal work after hours. 


Hiring ¢ A before-hiring background check is the only 


way to screen out the professional crooks who may ap- 


ply for work in your shop. Ask these questions on your 
employment application forms: “Have you ever been 
bonded? If so, in what company?” Then follow up on 
any leads you get. 

Set up a simple investigating procedure, One company 


writes letters to all persons listed as personal references. 


Setting a good example ¢ binployees know when 
one of the bigger boys has taken home company tools or 
parts for personal use—or even used company labor to 
vet a job done at home. They see these things going on 
all around them and they say to themselves: “Well, if 
the boss can do it, so can 1.” 

Can you blame them? 


2. Keep a Watchful Eye on Those 


Little things like the following—-which were suggested 
in “Theft Control Procedures,” a recent publication of 
the National Industrial Conference Board—can mean 
the difference between high and low theft-loss rates: 


1. Lock up valuable parts, materials, or equipment 
at the end of the working day. Also stow away valuable 
tools, making sure they're all accounted for. 


2. Control the distribution of valuable or easy-to- 
steal parts to mechanics and other employees. Distribute 
them only by the job or in amounts sufficient to meet 
anticipated daily requirements. 


3. If a large shop, require all employees, regardless 
of status, to sign in and out after hours on looseleaf 
register sheets. 

4. Check windows, doors. and other openings regu- 
larly for ease of unauthorized entry. 

5. Check employee cars on parking lots at frequent 
intervals. Suspicious property in cars, observed without 
forcible entry, should be investigated. Also check rea- 
sons for frequent visits to cars by employees. 

6. Control inter-building movement of company 
tools by employees. 


3. Make it a Really Tough Job To 


They'll make a complete study of your shop and build- 
ings and point out weak spots in physical security. 


One of the biggest sins that management commits is 
tempting employees to get off the “straight and narrow.” 
That's what one consultant says. Companies make steal- 
ing easy by omitting simple safeguards. The employee 
sees large quantities of valuable materials left unguard- 
ed in open bins and figures, “Well, this stuff can’t mean 
very much to the company if nobody cares what hap 
pens to it.” 

This means that it’s important to tighten up your 
physical shop controls, against the possibility of “in- 
side” and “outside” jobs. 

Here are four tips for better physical protection: 


1. Survey your security needs © The best places to 
vet help in making your survey are insurance companies 
that have loss-prevention services; outside loss-preven- 
tion consultants; or perhaps, if the size of your opera- 


tion warrants, some of the larger detective agencies. 
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2. Take better inventory ¢ | nless shop people are 
trained in taking a physical inventory, their lack of ex- 
perience and knowledge will result in duplications, omis- 
sions, or improper counts. If its a big job, use an out- 
side firm of auditors to supervise the inventory taking. 
This will insure technical supervision by people who are 
concerned only with doing the job right. And it will 
eliminate collusion among employees who want to cover 
up thefts. 

Tool or parts rooms with unsatisfactory loss experi- 
ences should take frequent recounts during the inventory 
taking period, 

And check inventory of pre ision tools monthly. Ad. 
vance notice will give employees a chance to replace 
tools they “borrowed.” 
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Shop Policy 


Dismissals for theft e¢ Best policy is to discharge any 
employee caught stealing—no matter how small the 
“take.” And let employees know about it as soon as 
they're hired, Resist pressure from veteran, political, or 
religious organizations; you're bound to get it in some 


cases. 


Prosecution of theft cases ¢ Occasional prosecution 
is a good deterrent to future crime. Most shops prose- 
cute only the big ones. When the employees know you 
mean business, they think twice about stealing. 

If you don’t prosecute, at least make sure that every- 
one in the shop knows the reason for the dismissal was 
stealing. 


"Little Things’ 


7. Watch outside servicemen. They've often en- 
tered a shop with an empty tool box, left with a full one. 


8. Increase insurance coverage. In one year, when 
the known losses by theft in the country’s shops and 
plants approached $500-million, only 13.5 per cent was 
covered by insurance. 

You may find you're not covered with your standard 
burglary policy if a loss occurs by key entry to the 
premises—no matter who the key carrier is. Or, if you 
have a “deductible policy,” you can't collect on small 
thefts--which can add up to a considerable total. 


Steal Anything in 


3. Contro! keys e Does anyone in your shop actually 
know how many keys are in circulation? Someone 
should. You should keep a record of all locks, together 
with their location. Then maintain a register of all keys 


issued. And every key so issued should be signed for. 

No person leaving the employ of the company should 
he cleared through the payroll departnient until the shop 
has checked whether the employee has any keys out- 
standing. After he has left the job, it’s difficult to get 
the keys back. 

Whenever a key is missing, it should be reported im 
mediately. Shop management should appraise the im- 
portance of the key and decide whether the lock that it 
fits should be replaced, 


4. Secure your buildings ¢ Here are just a few hints 
from the sec urily experts: 


For entrances and exits. Always use locks of approved

make. Windows should be covered with heavy wire 
mesh, All should have locking devices no matter which 
floor they're on. 

Where doors can’t be locked because of fire regula- 
tions, you can either use a buzzer or seal the door to the 
jamb with a piece of light metal. A broken seal immedi- 
ately shows that the door has been opened. 

For fast indication of thefts or break-ins where a 
watchman is in close attendance, audible alarms can be 
used——but not relied on entirely. Unless a watchman or 
policeman is within hearing distance, the alarm might 
ring for a long time before anybody pays attention and 
investigates. 

For theft-burglary protection, Several responsible or- 
ganizations furnish a service designed to deal with 
forced entry. Interruption of an electrical circuit flashes 
a signal to the outside organization, which will dispatch 
a patrol car to find out what’s wrong.

Day-and-night supervision on the highways with radar patrol... 


is one part of a safety program that has reduced 
insurance rates at Shippers Express Co., Los Angeles, 
from 150 per cent of premium to the lowest rate avail- 
able on a tailormade policy. 
Two company supervisors in radar-equipped cars 
supplement those traveling for the insurance company 
and are on the road 40 to 60 hours a week. One takes the 


north end of the route and the other takes the south. The 
nights they operate are staggered. (For details of this 
radar patrol, see FLeet Owner, Dec. °53 p 81). 

The program stresses strict supervision, plus a system 
of penalties and rewards. The company used to hand out 
merchandise awards but has found that a driver is 
prouder of a gold pin than an electric toaster. 


Driver supervision between runs... 


. to see that they get the proper amount of rest is 
another part of Shipper’s safety program. A control sheet 
shows time in and time out of the terminals. This control 
sheet also serves as a check on dispatchers—so they 
won't be tempted to make promises they can’t keep to 
customers. 

Ralph Dequine, safety director (right) sees to it that 
the men krow the score on the do’s and don'ts of the 
company’s safety program. In effect he tells them: “We 
consider you reliable and honest, but we're going to 
check you all the way. If you violate the rules you know 
the consequences.” But when accused, drivers know 
they'll get a fair shake at a special hearing where they're 
given a chance to tell their story. “Fortunately,” says 
Dequine, “we have had 100 per cent cooperation with 
the union in all safety matters. Companies with a sloppy 
safety program or no program at all are more inclined 
to have labor trouble.” 
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In Your Safety Program ? 


Speed-stop recorders for mechanical supervision . . . 


. .. these show miles operated, time 
and speed—also record the number 
of stops, including check stops which 
must be made every 50 miles. Drivers 
turn in two line charts and two local 
charts for each round trip run. 
Tampering with the speed-and-stop 
recorder is one of the two causes for 
which a driver may be fired on the 
spot. Shippers Express is particularly 
firm about sticking to speed limits. 
Any driver getting a citation for driv- 
ing over 50 mph must pay a fine. 
Individual records are kept on all 


the drivers, enumerating any viola- 
tions and showing related factors, 
such as miles traveled. The files are 
reviewed annually by managemert 
to spread both praise and blame. 

Penalties are strict. A driver's first 
violation brings a warning; the sec- 
ond, a 3-day layoff; the third, a 
week’s layoff; and for the fourth vio- 
lation, the driver is fired, 

It speaks well for this program that 
in the four-year period since it was 
adopted, the company has not fired a 
single driver. 


Special check-up for brakes . . . 


in addition to adjustment in the shop, they're 


checked once during each trip. For this job the driver 
pulls in at the halfway point at Santa Maria, where 
the company has a fueling station. He is furnished with 
coveralls for this purpose. 

As an additional safety precaution, equipment is never 
run closer than five minutes apart. If trucks gang up at 
coffee or rest stops, they must be spaced when they 
pull out. 

The company has had only six accidents in the last 
six-month period of 1953—and all of them minor. For 
its showing during that period, Shippers Express won 
the Santa Clara Valley Safety Contest. 


Service check by drivers... 


.. . before leaving the terminal. Any 
complaints are entered on a “squawk” 
card, which clears him of responsibil- 
ity and shows the mechanics what re- 
pairs or adjustments must be made.

How You Can 


To KEEP A MODERN materials handling operation eflicient 
it is necessary that a lift truck spend a maximum of time 
on the production line and a minimum of down time in 
the shop. The only sure way to achieve such a situation 
and combat costly repairs is to set up an effective PM 
program. Here’s how Red Star Express, a fleet owner 
that uses both gas and electric lift trucks, keeps them 


on the go. 


Electric: A good PM routine 


Every 8 hours the battery must be replaced with a 
charged unit. Since it takes approximately & hours to 
charge a battery, a spare for each truck is required if 
the truck is to operate on more than one shift. Its a good 
policy to change batteries even if the truck has not been 
used as much as usual so the man starting on the next 
shift is assured of uninterrupted operation. 

Life expectancy of these batteries, with proper care, 
is about two to three years, depending on usage. 


After 100 hours of operation, or weekly, depending 
on which comes first, the unit is given the following in- 
spection: repeat the daily check, remove all foreign mat- 
ter from tires, check hoist and tilt cylinders for leaks 
and wear, check controller contact tips and switches. At 
the same time check battery level and the specific grav- 
ity. Next, check both the hoist motor and drive motor 
for brush wear, spring tension and commutator wear. 
Then check all wires and terminals. and lubricate the 


lift truck. 


Once each month all the items listed in the previous 
inspection are rechecked together with these additions: 
check oil level of drive unit and steering gear; check 
carriage channel assembly and lift chains for wear; 
check brake linings, drums and wheel cylinders: repack 
and adjust wheel bearings. and check fluid level of 
master cylinder. 

Usually at this time the batteries are given a corro- 
sion prevention treatment. The solution used is made 
from a mixture of 6 oz of baking soda and 3 gal of 
water. First the battery is sponged off with this mixture. 
then clear-water rinsed and dried with an air hose. 

. 

Ramsaliy, or after 5000 hours, repeat all the items 
of the weekly and monthly inspections. Then disassemble 
and inspect the following: channels, carriage, hoist and 
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Reduce Fork Truck Downtime 


tilt cylinders, drive unit and hydraulic brake system. 
trailing assembly and steering gear, and drain, flush and 
refill the hydraulic tank. Then disassemble and inspect 
controller, accelerator switch, and direction control unit. 
Check resistor for broken or damaged grids. Inspection 
is followed by lubrication and the fork lifts truck is 
ready for service again, 

In addition to maintaining the trucks, it is important 


to properly service the generator that is used to recharge 
the batteries. Here’s the generator check list used by 


Red Star: 


Each week, check all electrical connections to see that 
they are tight; check brush wear and replace when 
brushes are more than half worn; check spring tension. 


Each month check the commutator and clean if dirty. 


Gas: A program designed to keep your trucks in top condition 


The PM routine for these trucks consists of four types 
of service: daily. 100 hours, 500 hours. and annual. 


Once each day the mechanic checks the oil level in the 
crankcase as well as the oil level in the clutch housing, 
and gear case. Also, the water level of both the radiator 
and the battery is checked. 

How often you service the air cleaner or filter should 
depend entirely on the condition of the air where the 
fork trucks operate. If atmosphere is inclined to be on 
the dusty side. daily servicing of the air filter is recom- 
mended. On the other hand, if the air is comparatively 
dust free in the work area, once a week should be suf- 
ficient to clean the filter. 


After 100 hours of operation repeat the daily inspec- 
tion together with these items: check the belt tension of 
the fan and hydraulic pumps, check radiator hose con- 
nections, check brake efficiency and remove foreign mat- 
ter from the tires. Then check hoist and tilt cylinders for 
wear. Check oil pressure gage with the engine warm. If 
the air cleaner is not serviced daily it should be done at 
this time. All the linkages between the control handles 
and the clutch housing are lubricated. It is also advisable 
at this time to check the specific gravity of the battery. 


Monthly, or after 500 hours of operation, al! the

Both: Adequate paperwork and 


Just as in the case of vehicle maintenance, fork lift 
truck maintenance doesn’t mean very much without rec- 
ords to show the results of periodic inspections or what 
kind of repairs have been made and how often. 
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addition, at this time the engine is tuned up. Distributor 
points are cleaned and adjusted and set to open at .O18 
in. Spark plugs are replaced and the valves are ground 
and adjusted. Intake clearance should be set at .008 in. 
and the exhaust valves should be set at .O10 clearance. 
Also at this time the fuel pump is cleaned and the steer- 
ing wheel bearings are repacked, The final item of this 
500-hour inspection is to check the brake adjustment. 


Annual or 5000-hour inspection repeats the items 
listed in the prev ious checks. These are followed by tune- 
up and engine overhaul, whenever necessary. At this 
time, the transmission and differential are disassembled 
and inspected—also the hoist and tilt cylinders and 
trailing assembly. 


There is actually no way of telling how many hours a 
truck will run before it is in need of an engine overhaul. 
The reason for this is that there are too many variables 
entering into the picture. Such things as the weight of 
the materials lifted, length of the run, and surface of the 
area worked, All can affect the time of operation between 
overhauls. 

Red Star has found that the best criterion for deter- 
mining when a fork truck needs major work is the 
amount of oil that it consumes. When the truck begins to 
use between 14 quarts cf oil in a single work day, you 
can take this as a pretty sure indication that it needs 
major repairs. 


sufficient spares a must 


Red Star keeps a record of all maintenance work done 
on the fork lift trucks on two forms. One card lists all the 
inspections, lubrication and service work performed, The 
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Fork Truck Maintenance. . . continued 
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OVERLOADING is probably the chief cause of break- 
down on lift trucks. In this case the front end is being 
overhauled and all the worn parts in the tilting and lift- 
ing mechanism are being replaced. 


other form shows the parts replacement and repair work 
done on the unit. 

Joe Zurawiecki, fleet superintendent at Red Star's 
North Bergen terminal, feels that these two records give 
him a pretty good picture of the performance of the fork 
trucks. From the repair record he can tell at a glance 
where performance of a particular unit is up to stand- 
ard. If it is not, a look at the other record will tell him 
whether the trouble is due to the lack of proper service. 
If the record shows that service has been adequate, he 
looks elsewhere. He may find it is the result of careless 
operation, overloading—or he may find that the inspec- 
tion schedule needs revising. 

Ever since Red Star began maintaining their own fork 
trucks nine years ago they” ve found it pays to keep a 
supply of parts on hand. 

However, no attempt is made to stock anything but 
the fast moving items. For example, in the case of the 
gasoline trucks, they stock fuel pumps, contact points. 
Carburetors and their component parts, as well as start- 
ers and generators, are kept on hand. For the electric 
trucks most of the parts that are kept in stock are motor 
brashes and electrical contacts. 

Other parts such as those that might be needed when 
a unit is overhauled, are brought in as they are needed. 
This presents no particular hardship since parts distrib- 
utors for both the gas and electrie trucks are located 
nearby. 

It is important to remember that a parts inventory 
should never be larger than is necessary for the opera- 
tion of your PM program. The smaller the stock you 
maintain the easier it is to control, and the less idle cap- 


ital you have tied up.

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Claims Costs 


ALMOST WITHOUT EXCEPTION, com- 
mon carriers watch their claim pay- 
ment-revenue ratios like hawks. For 
many carriers, with high operating 
costs and fixed rates, the over-short- 
damages figures can mean the differ- 
ence between a healthy profit and a 
stomach-turning loss. 

Almost without exception, too, it 
takes more than just watching these 
little percentage figures move up and 
down each month. It’s interesting to 
know whether the ratio is going to be 
high or low for a given period, but 
it's more rewarding to do something 


p? Heres How 


Two Fleets Keep Theirs Down 


about it in advance. 

Here’s the story of two common 
carriers who have done “something 
about it.” Their experience and suc- 
cess in this field is not “exceptional.” 
FLEET OWNER editors have merely 
selected them as examples of what 
almost all well managed carriers can 
do to cut claims losses. 

The two firms are the George F. 
Alger Company in Detroit and Gil- 
lette Motor Transport, Inc., in Dallas. 
Both are big over-the-road carriers, 
with multi-terminal operations. Both 
have excellent claims ratio records. 


In Detroit: The George F. Alger Co... 


.. . has reduced its claims payment—revenue ratio to 
54 of one per cent over the past five years. 

And this record has been chalked up with a minimum 
of claims handling costs. As an example, the company 
figures that its overall claims cost ratio runs between 
00 and .75 of one per cent of revenue. This after adding 
such items of expense to actual claims payments as: 
cargo insurance, salaries of claims department personnel, 
travel connected with claims, and miscellaneous office 
ey penses. 

Alger’s program for prevention of claims and the 
expeditious handling of claims resulting from shortages 
and damaged freight is the result of careful study and 
long range planning. 


How they handle claims 


“To be successful, a claims prevention program should 
have two attributes,” says Tom “ONeill, the Alger claims 
director. They are: complete jurisdiction with full man- 
agement support, and divorce from other operations 
by establishing a completely separate department. 

Alger’s management feels that too often a claims 
department is just a division of the operations or other 
department with little or no authority. With both func- 
tions being handled by the same head, there is a tendency 
to condone excessive claims as a “necessary evil” for 
smoother operation. 
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In its overall claims prevention program, Alger: 

1. Set up a separate department with authority on the 
same level as other divisions of the company. 

2. Streamlined its docks, warehouses, and materials 
handling procedures for maximum efliciency. 

3. Insisted that the personnel department screen pros- 
pective employees with a view toward a sense of respon- 
sibility on the dock. 

4. Developed a freight handling manual, issued to 
every supervisor concerned, and a systematic group of 
records as a yardstick of performance. 

The company feels that simple records are essential, 
since the claims department must know where it stands 
daily. As a trouble shooting device, previous claims 
records were found to be useless, because of the time 
lag involved between the time of loss or damage and the 
filing date of the claim. 

Now, OS&D reports are used together with an alpha- 
betical listing of shipper accounts. This enables the 
company to keep a close check on “repeaters” in the 
claims filing department. 

Alger uses a special OS&D file, consisting of two 
special cabinets mounted side by side on a cut down 
tvpewriter table, which provides easier viewing. 

The files swivel on a ball bearing, and were specially 
made for Alger by an office file manufacturer. Each is 
provided with adjustable separators, with each letter

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further subdivided alphabetically. One file contains the 
shortage records, and the other the overage and damage 
records, Colors designate the type of claim. 

A rotating wheel file lists all shippers alphabetically 
and shows all OS&D’s and claims registered by each 
account. O'Neill calls this his “trouble” file, and uses 
it to pinpoint bad accounts. 

Weekly and monthly summary sheets, by terminals, 
break down chargeable claims according to: shortages, 
misloads (wrong trailer, no bills, bills w/o freight), 
improper handling (poor stowing, bad handling, dun- 
nage lack, improper use of equipment, inadequate facili- 
ties, theft), billing, and defective equipment (bad tarps, 


trailer holes, bad doors, defective chain gates). 


And how they prevent claims 


1. O'Neill is always looking for a new approach to 
he claims problem because he believes that any program 
an get stale and bog down. One of these approaches 
has been the use of an impact recorder (FLEET Owner, 
June °53, p 50). With it he has not only learned a great 
deal about freight damage, but also has been able to 
use it as a selling tool to show customers and employees 
just what happens to freight. 

2. Another approach has been furnishing each ter- 
minal with a camera. When a load is received in bad 
condition, the terminal superintendent sends a picture of 
the damage to the home office and to the originating 
terminal. With the picture goes a three-part form listing 
the cause of the damage, a suggested remedy, and space 
for the originating terminal to state what corrective 
measures are taken. 

3. Alger has derived considerable benefit from annual 
two day meetings in Detroit of all the operations and 
claims personnel in the system. The meeting is held on 
a round table discussion basis. After talking over system 
problems, each terminal representative is allowed to air 
his troubles and gripes for suggestions from the group. 
O'Neill also uses educational movies and slide films. 

L. More recently, with the idea that the term “claim 
prevention” is a negative approach, O'Neill is pushing 
the phrase “Improved Freight Handling” as a title for 
the program, 

“The dictionary defines ‘prevention’ as hindering, and 
who wants to be thought of as hindering anything?” says 
O'Neill. 

Along the same lines, he has instituted a “Stinker” 
program. “Nobody likes to be called a stinker—it’s a 
rather unpleasant term. On the other hand, nobody gasps 
if we say OS&D,.” says O'Neill. “So to call everybody's 
attention to a bad situation, we now call OS&D’s ‘stink- 
ers, and publicize them plenty.” 

To underline the program, he had boards made up for 
each terminal showing the terminal's na:ne with the 
heading, “Stinkers Charged To .” In the center, 
space is provided to write the number of errors charged 
te eae h dock crew from the day before. The left side 
shows the number of “stinkers” from the previous 
period, by weeks, while the right side carries the current 
period’s record, The resultant rivalry has done much 


to eliminate claims generating factors. 
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GILLETTE BOCK TRAINING PROGRAM to reduce dam- 
age and losses starts with interview and aptitude testing 
of job applicant by V. L. Du Laney, superintendent of 


In Dallas: Gillette 


... had only a cursory claims loss prevention program 
before 1952, and the ratio of claims to revenue was in 
excess of two per cent. In 1952, management mapped 
out an extensive program for the reduction of these 
losses. The first year, the ratio dropped to 1.54 per 
cent, or only three-fourths of the previous ratio. 

In 1953, the ratio was down to 1.37 per cent. Thus 
far. in 1954, losses due to claims have averaged about 
.75 of one per cent. 

And Claims Agent O. N. Jenkins and his assistant. 
Jimie D. Cockrum, Jr.. have no reason to believe that 
this ratio can’t be further reduced. 


Here's the claims routine 


The claims department has two responsibilities : 


1. To check, process, and pay, as expeditiously as 
possible, claims resulting from OS&D’s. 


2. To use the experience resulting from these losses 
tu implement a continuing claims prevention program, 
seeing that a minimum of such losses occur in the future. 


To do this, the claims agent depends to a large extent 
on the help of the local OS&D clerk at each of the 
carrier's 27 terminals and each terminal manager. And. 
since most losses originate on the loading dock, he needs 
the conscientious help of all dock workers. 

The first function, handling OS&D’s after they occur. 
is more or less routine. The checker discovering any of 
the three errors files a checker’s exception report with 
his local OS&D clerk. 

The clerk makes out an OS&D report, distributing 
copies, when applicable, to the billing station, general 
office, and to other stations possibly involved. He then 
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motor operations. Trainee is turned over to a more ex- 
perienced man to learn rudiments of materials handling. 
Company makes intelligence, agility, ambition prime

initiates action to determine the cause of a loss o1 


overage, or the disposition of damaged shipments. 


Overages Gillette knows that over freight allowed to 
remain on the dock and not properly followed up, will 
certainly result in ill will toward the company. Further, 
it can result in a claim if not cleared promptly. 

Overages without billing are checked in each direction 
from the discovering terminal. Overages with billing are 
checked promptly with the shipper. 


Shortages—Claim payments involving shortages are 
complete out-of-pocket losses, since there is no possible 
salvage recovery. 

In addition to taking all possible steps to discover the 
missing freight. each terminal manager investigates the 
possibility of theft or pilferage. Repeated shortages on 
shipments from the same shipper, as revealed by claims 


office records, are investigated closely. 


Damage—Gillette knows that damage, regardless of 
type, usually is the result of mishandling on the part of 
someone, somewhere along the line. Each case is 
thoroughly investigated in order to fix responsibility. 

The claims office follows up each OS&D report after 
its filing, to make sure that processing and investigation 


are proceeding as rapidly as possible. 


And here are preventive steps 


1. They issue monthly bulletins on the amount and 


type of claims settled. Jenkins and Cockrum send these 
bulletins to all district managers, agents, and OS&D 
clerks. The bulletin shows the comparative rating of 
each terminal in terms of dollar and percentage losses 
due to shortages and damage. 


Losses on various types of shipments are analyzed, 
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requisites for job. Periodic floor check is part of claims, 
training programs.

letin with suggestions for improved handling. 


2. They issue special bulletins on current problems. 
Whenever the agent’s records indicate there is some 
unusual or seasonal OS&D problem facing the company, 
he sends out a special mimeographed fact sheet to the 
recipients of the regular monthly bulletin. A recent 
sampling of these included 

A bulletin on a missing pipe casing centralizer, an 
oi! well drilling accessory worth in excess of $100, 
\ sketch and other pertinent data went along with a 
request for a search for this item. 

A special report on the handling of perishable foods, 
sent out at the beginning of the summer. 

The announcement of a new policy regarding the 
handling of damage battery claims requesting examina- 
tion of batteries on delivery to consignee. 

A central OS&D report, listing all overage items at all 
terminals at the end of the month. 


3. They take pictures of all damaged shipments, due 
tc misloading. These pictures are forwarded to the origi- 
nating terminal, with suggestions for avoiding any such 


errors in the future. 


1. They maintain an exhaustive program for train- 
ing dockworkers. This came about as the result of the 
previously mentioned realization that most losses origi- 
nate on the loading dock. 

The program starts with the careful selection of men 
as dockworkers, with the idea that dock work is to be 
part of an overall career that will eventually put work- 
ers’ into drivers’ or office jobs. 

These training programs are the direct responsibility 
of each terminal manager. 

5. They hold frequent meetings of all dock personnel 
to stress good materials handling methods. The company 
also makes extensive use of posters, efliciency contests, 
and the like to stress the importance of consistently 
careful work.

ANSWER ANALYSIS: The above figures don’t tell 
the complete story. Fleet owners who participated in 
this survey have equipped 44 per cent of their vehicles 
with two-way radio. Chances are this figure will go 
down rather than up, despite the fact that fleet 
owners are almost unanimous in praising this equip- 
ment. Reason is that although many common carriers 
are installing two-way radio, most of them are limiting 
it to city dispatch trucks. Fleet reporting 34 base 
stations is a statewide power company.

ANSWER ANALYSIS: Here are some interesting facts 
behind the above figures. Only 16 per cent of the 
fleet owners answering this survey do their own two- 
way radio maintenance. This means that approxi- 
mately 80 per cent of the money reported for main- 
tenance is spent in outside shops. Here’s an unusual 
result: of those who do maintain their own equipment, 
80 per cent have ten or less sets. It would be more 
normal maintenance-wise to expect only the larger 
installations to do their own maintenance.

ANSWER ANALYSIS: As you can see from the above 
figures there is far more of a discrepancy in the price 
range of base stations than there is in the mobile 
units. The main reason for this is the great variation 
in the cost of a base station antenna. Often the 
antenna must be placed on a tower to provide ade- 
quate range . . . and the price of towers runs high. 
Another factor that will affect the price range of both 
the base station and the mobile unit is the frequency. 
High frequency (citizens band) equipment runs con-

ANSWER ANALYSIS: Before installing two-way radio, 
most fleet owners feel the major advantage will be 
“better service.’ Some say they don’t expect to 
reduce costs or increase production . . . but that 
“better service” will compensate for the “expected” 
increased costs. A lot of them must be pleasantly 
surprised — because, all together, more than 50 per 
cent report reduced costs and increased production. 


siderably higher than the equipment used in the lower 
frequencies. The average cost of a complete installa- 
tion, $13,289, is the best argument that can be made 
against those who still consider two-way radio a 
gimmick. An investment of that size has to be justified 
as more than a gimmick. 

Now for the installation costs. The low figure rep- 
resents the price of installing one base station and 
one mobile unit. On the other hand, the high figure of 
$40,000 covers the installation of 284 units. This fig- 
ure which comes to $140 per unit, includes the cost 
of installing 34 base stations. 

Another important question that was asked on the 
survey was “Are you satisfied with performance?” 
The returns showed that 92 per cent of the fleet 
owners answered this question in the affirmative, and 
8 per cent in the negative. Of the dissatisfied group, 
the reason listed most frequently was “frequency 
band too crowded.”

ANSWER ANALYSIS: Here is further proof thay fleet 
owners using two-way radio are sold on it as a cost- 
cutting tool. Although only three out of every ten 
participating in this survey consider cost-cutting the 
biggest advantage, nine out of every ten state that 
it does cut costs. It’s interesting to note that the aver- 
age savings reported per year $3,300, more than 
offset the average installation costs, $1,922. So, it is 
quite possible to offset cost of installation within a 
year. 


It's a nationwide survey of flects 
now using two-way radio in their 
operations. To obtain as complete 
coverage as possible, we got two lists 
of names--one from the FCC and 
one from the ATA. The returns from 
questionnaires sent to these names 
are important to fleet owners who do 
not yet use two-way radio, as well as 


those who are using it.

what other fleets have paid for their 
equipment, their installation and 
their maintenance costs. 

It serves as a yardstick to help you 
decide how much you should spend.

If you are using radio, the results 
of this survey can act as another

Revenue Analysis System That 


Based on a special accounting machine, it’s a system 


that costs Motor Cargo $1,300 a month less—and gives management a 


breakdown on daily revenue figures while they’re still hot 


very DAY the main office of Motor Cargo. Akron, Ohio, 
receives 4,000 to 5,000 bills from its 20 branch termi- 
nals, Up until March of last year, it took six employees 
to keep up with the work of processing these bills. Since 
the company switched to mechanized methods for reve- 
nue ace ounting, two girls process the whole batch at the 
rate of 300 an hour. And what's even more important 
at the end of the day Motor Cargo has the kind of up-to- 
the-minute statistical information it needs for efficient 
day-to-day operation. 


The work is done on two identical machines spc- 
cially designed for this job. Fundamentally, this is an 
adding machine. But to the right of the keys used for 
addition and subtraction are several rows of larger but- 
tons called control keys. When one of these control keys 
is touched “everything happens at once.” 

Five of these keys control receivables for connecting 
lines, other receivables, payables, miles, and net revenue. 
The rest of the keys are numbered, to tie in with Motor 
Cargo’s coding system for weight and classification. 

Bills are all pre-coded according to this standard code. 
Figures to go under receivables are “boxed” and those 
for payables are marked with an arrow. All terminals 
send in their bills in “progressive,” or numerical order. 

The operator simply inserts these bills, or “pros” in 
the automatic feed box at top of the machine and inserts 
an Accounts Payable card in the right side of the ma- 
chine. She then sets up the first pro number in a dial at 
the front of the machine and is all set to go. 

Reading from the first pro, she enters amounts of re- 
ceivables and payables and touches the Net Revenue key. 
\ dial in front of the machine should then show the

same net amount that appears on the pro. She then en- 
ters weight at left side of the keyboard, net amount at 
right and touches proper code key, as shown on the pro. 

All the operator has to do is set up amounts and touch 
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the proper control key. Everything else is accomplished 
automatically. For instance. when an amount is entered 
through the Accounts Payable key. the amount is printed 
on the Accounts Payable control ledger as well as the 
journal tape. The pro number is also printed auto- 
matically on the Accounts Payable ledger whenever it is 
affected. At the same time. the amount adds into an A/P 
total and subtracts from the gross amount of the pro, so 
that the correct net amount will be shown when the Net 
Revenue key is touched, The journal and ledger card 
space up. 

All of this takes place instantly and simultaneously 
as the A/P key is touched. The same automatic opera- 
tion is true of all other keys. 


When the “run” for each terminal is finished, the 
operator clears her machine. In addition to separate 
totals for payables, both types of Accounts Receivable. 


and Net Revenue. here’s what she has: 
e List of accounts payable. by pro number and amount. 


e Separate totals on freight. by weight and by classifi- 

cation—that is a complete revenue analysis. 

e Item count of the number of pros in each classifiea- 

tion. This is automatic and appears in a series of small 

item counters at the extreme left of the kevboard. These 

numbers are written in the journal with a pencil. 

e A complete journal showing a record of every entry. 
For proof purposes, the grand total of coded revenues 

should equal the total of the two receivable keys minus 

the total of the payables. 


Ton-mile analyses are kept up to date on the same 
machines. Two men come in at night and do this work 
in four hours. The reason for night work is that the 
company doesn’t have floor space available for a third 
machine at the present time. 

For this work, the journal (created in the original 
run) is placed in the automatic platen,the long roller 
at the top left side of the machine. Using a calculator 
with his left hand, the operator multiplies pounds times 
miles and enters the answer. by code, into the machine 
with his right hand. 

The 4.000 to 5.000 pros are processed at the rate of 
900 or GOO an hour — about eight or ten per minute per 


machine.

Truck Lighting 


The life of sealed beam headlamps varies 
widely from fleet to fleet. The variation ranges 
from a low of three months to a high of 72 
months. The average life among fleets par- 
ticipating in this survey is 22 months. 


No vocational pattern nor any other significant 
condition seems to account for the wide spread 
in longevity. Only clue would seem to be that 
some trucks work consistently at night while 
others seldom have the headlamps turned on 
except during the short daylight hours of 
winter. 

This is undoubtedly the reason for the wide 
difference in the frequency of headlamp aim 
checks. In addition fleet operators feel that 
headlamp mounting is pretty stable and when 
protected by a radiator grill guard the head- 
lamps stay put. However, there is the clan 
that has a daily check. 


Tail lamps, turn signals and clearance are sub- 
ject to a variety of ills and do not live as 
long as headlamps. Details are given on the 
opposite page. 


Truck reer ends are adequately lighted, accord- 
ing to most fleet men. Some say the growing 
criticism of rear lighting is caused by the 
high failure rate of lights and some say that 
a few trucks give the industry a bad name. 
The total number of respondents was 488 
fleet owners in charge of 91,372 vehicles.

CALLED THE KOLD KING, this new trailer builds refrig- 
eration as you drive, Developed by American Body and 
Trailer, it was specially designed for use with the Kold- 
Trux mechanical refrigerating unit, which is powered 
by the drive axle of the trailer. 

Heart of the refrigerating system is a clutch control 
assembly that controls speed of the compressor, regard- 
less of road speed of the vehicle. This unit completely 
eliminates the need for an auxiliary engine and other 
accessories used as power sources, Since it rides under 
the floor of the trailer, it also eliminates the necessity 
for large openings in the body wall.

Cylinder heads have been completely redesigned, 
using a slightly modified combustion chamber and larger 
valve ports in combination with larger exhaust pipes. 
Better breathing is obtained by a '4 in. increase in 
diameter of the inlet and exhaust valves—which now 
measure 1-21 /32 and 1-17/32 in. respectively. 

Main and connecting rod bearing sizes and area re- 
main the same.

LABOR ROUND-UP 


Labor Sharpens its Political Axes... 


for the November elections in a tune-up at the 
National AFL Convention in Los Angeles. Union officials 
bombarded the Eisenhower administration’s policies all 
the way from Indo-China to Wall Street. 

They gave the cues for the political attacks that will 
be coming until election day from every local, state and 
national union organization. While the issue will cover 
every phase—domestic and international—of the Eisen- 
hower program, the big battles will center on these key 
labor issues: 


e Unemployment. This is number one; the place that 
hits the workers’ pocketbook. Although the jobless total 
has levelled off this fall, labor leaders argue that 3.5 
million unemployed is too much. Also, new jobs aren't 
being provided in an expanding population. 


e Taft-Hartley. Although this is a pretty dead theme 
politically, unions still use it as their first scapegoat. 
The Democrats voted solidly to kill revisions in the labor 
law this year but the unions argue that White House- 
sponsored changes wouldn't have helped. 


e National Labor Relations Board. Here's a major 
gripe but this will be hard to sell to the voters, The 
unions charge the GOP board members with making 
anti-union rulings under Taft-Hartley. This, however, is 
pretty technical stuff that doesn’t explain easily at the 
political rostrum. 


e Eisenhower. The President, still popular with union 
members, won't be hit hard by labor’s political spokes- 
men. Their attack will center on members of the 83rd 
Congress: mostly on Republican candidates. Though 
they dislike wearing a party label, union chieftans are 
almost solidly behind the Democrats. 


Dave Beck's Political Ties .. . 


. aren't firmly knotted. The Teamster president has 
been noticeably silent in the political arena while AFL 
President George Meany and other federation bigwigs 
hit out at the administration. 

One reason: Beck personally likes Eisenhower; he 
made a point of visiting the Chief Executive at the White 
House to report on his recent European tour. Also, 
Beck’s business philosophy hews close to the Republican 
line.

of world traveller, Beck recently toured western Europe, 
visiting with anti-communist trade union leaders in 
Britain, France, Germany and Italy. During these visits, 
the Teamster president pledged support from his union’s 
multi-million dollar treasury to help Teamster organiza- 
tions in those countries to fight communist trade unions. 
The main purpose of his trip: to decide whether the 
truck union should join the International Transport 
Vederation—but this was unresolved. Beck agreed to 
join the ITF and pay dues on his 1.5 million members, 
provided his organization gets a seat on the Federation's 
Executive Council. This requires a constitution change 
since American rail unions hold the only seat available 
for the U. 
up of free trade unions in the transportation industry 


S. on the governing body. The ITF—made 
will probably make the change so the Teamsters can 
come in. 

Beck’s influence as head of the country’s largest union 
was evident when government officials of the European 
countries turned out to meet him. This is only the start 
of the Teamsters going international. Beck soon leaves 
for a similar jaunt to the far-flung Orient. 


Teamster Tidbits: 


e Union officials are keeping a close watch on the fight 
over control of Montgomery Ward. They're rooting for 
financier Louis E. Wolfson to take over from M-W 
Chairman Sewell Avery. The reason: the Teamsters have 
tried, time and again to organize drivers in the mail 
order house—but without success. Says one Teamstetr 


official: “We were delirious with joy when we heard 


about Mr. Wolfson.” 


e Signs of the times? The militant Beck cautions Team- 
ster locals to refrain from striking, if possible, over new 
demands. He says the unemployment picture requires 
restraint on the part of the union membership. He warns 
the truck industry not to try and take advantage of this 
police vy however.

Interstate Trade Barriers’ —Keller 


American highway transportation is a shackled giant. 
caught in a maze of restrictive and widely divergent 
state regulations. Yet, highway transportation as we 
know it in the United States has become, “the greatest 
single combination of economic activities in man’s his- 
tory.” Our highway industry pays one-sixth of the na- 
tion’s taxes and provides over ten million jobs, six mil- 
lion of which are comprised of truck drivers alone. 
Motor trucks account for fifteen per cent of freight ton- 
nage hauled annually. Ninety-five per cent of all passen- 
ger miles of travel in the United States is accomplished 


by highway transportation. 


Vehicle registrations in the U. S.... 


have reached the staggering total of over fifty-six 
million, over nine million of which are trucks. We have 
a total all-weather highway mileage of over 1,800,000 
miles, with the bulk of our interstate traffic concentrated 
on the 40,500 miles of our interstate highway system. 
Highway transportation constitutes one of the most vital 
parts of the American economy. It is the index of our 
national prosperity and well-being. Yet, its greatest im- 
portance lies in still another aspect of our national ex- 


istence and security. 


Modern highways are essential... 


, to national defense. They have been characterized 
by President Eisenhower as the best guarantee of peace 
through strength, second only to the manufacture of the 
most modern implements of war. But such implements 
of war could not even be manufactured, nor could they 
be transported without a modern network of interstate 
highways, capable of supporting the necessary traflic

loads and operated at maximum efficiency without the 
burdens of restrictive state barriers. Present defense 
plans require this; future needs demand an even greater 
program of expansion and development. 


The American economy is expanding... 


. at a greater rate of growth than at any time in his- 
tory. We must prepare to support a possible population 
of 200 million by 1970, even in the absence of war. This 
expanding economy demands highway expenditures of 
gigantic proportions. We must have a vastly enlarged 
highway transportation system and we must operate 
such a highway system at peak efficiency and useful- 
ness. But the economic facts disclose today, shocking 
waste in motoring costs, due to inadequate highways 
and inefficient use of existing highway systems. 


Unsafe and inadequate highways... 


are estimated by the Automobile Manufacturers 
Association to cost the American public at least three 
billion dollars annually. This waste occurs almost entirely 
on about nineteen per cent of our road and street mile- 
age which carries eighty-one per cent of all traffic in the 
nation. This waste is comprised of billions of hours in 
wasted time, gasoline and automotive savings and in the 
cost of lawsuits clogging our civil courts as a result of 
the frightful accident and death toll on our highways. 


Proposals call for fifty billions... 


... to be appropriated and spent for modernization of 
our highway system over the next ten year period. This 
program calls for a properly articulated system that 
solves the problems of speedy, safe transcontinental 
travel; intercity communication; access highways and 
farm-to-market movements and metropolitan area con- 
gestion. In proposing this gigantic program, President 
Eisenhower stated flatly that “transportation delays and 
restrictions are nullifying the gains the United States is 
achieving in productive efficiency.” America can no 
longer afford the staggering costs occasioned by high- 
way trade barriers, can no longer afford the threat to 
our national defense and security which results from the 
out-moded and wholly inadequate program of interstate 
co-operation in the field of size and weight standards 
and reciprocity.

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Special Committee 
Studies Highway Laws 


The antique hodge-podge of laws and procedures 
highway departments have to contend with to get 
roads built are getting a close going over by a special 
committee of the Highway Research Board. 

Plus having no semblance of pattern, our high- 
way laws reflect little of the technical development 
that has taken place in the past few years. Engineers 
have gone ahead by leaps and bounds, but the law- 
makers haven't kept pace. The law doesn’t measure 
up to the things the highway engineer wants to do. 

For instance, laws which control the use of eminent 
domain in acquiring property for road construction 
aren't adjusted to the realities of modern construc- 
tion. Neither the laws nor the courts are attuned to 
the needs of highway program which must buy land 
now for use years from now.

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Washington Area 
To Get New Bridges 


After two years of wrangling, the 
parties involved have agreed to give 
the Washington area a whole flock 
of new bridges to ease the traffic jam 
in and around the Capital. This is 
good news, since Washington’s traffic 
woes belong to everyone who drives 
up or down the Eastern seaboard. 


The Capital traffic jam... 


.. . has been getting rapidly worse 
since World War II. This fact is a 
pain in the neck for Washingtonians, 
but it’s even more disturbing to high- 
way operators, since the city lies on 
the main north-south route between 
New England and the Middle Atlantic 
States and the South, 


A number of plans... 

. were developed for increasing the 
city’s arterial capacity and for taking 
through traffic around the metropoli- 
tan area. Then the thing got compli- 
cated when various groups, mainly 
the District of Columbia Highway 
Department and the National Capital 
Planning Commission, disagreed on 
where the bridges and roads should 
go. The dispute held up Congression- 
al action, which is necessary to get 
a plan into operation. 

Finally, in July, the disputants got 
together and worked out an cagree- 
ment to build three bridges immedi- 
ately and two more later. 


Here's how it will work... 


. a bridge will be built across the 
Potomac River above the Memorial 
Bridge to handle city traffic going to 
suburban Arlington and increase the 
capacity of U.S. Route 50. 

A second bridge will go in below 
the present double span that carries 
trafic on U. S. 1, the main north- 
south route. This bridge will replace 
the antiquated highway bridge which 
now carries southbound traffic. 

\ third bridge has been authorized 
for the Potomac at Jones Point, be- 
low Alexandria, This span will siphon 
through traffic off U.S. 1 and send it 
around Washington. 

Later on, two more bridges will be 
constructed in the central area to 
further increase trans-Potomac traffic 
capacity into and through the Capital. 

A system of inner and outer belt 
highways will be built to speed non- 
local traffic in and around the city.

Detroit Report... 


1955 truck model changes are 
expected to be the biggest in 
years, particularly in GM and 
Ford lines.

Body changes will be exten- 
sive, particularly in the pick-up 
line, with wrap-around  wind- 
shields featured. A deluxe pick- 
up may set a new trend in truck 
styling with a flush-sided fender 
design that smoothly joins cab 
and pick-up box lines. An im- 
proved integral power steering 
unit may be available at less than 
$100, and could conceivably be 
standard on some jobs. 


GMC is betting on more horse- 
power and wrap-around wind- 
shield styling, but will stick with 
its six cylinder engine for the 
time being. An improved hydra- 
matic with smoother shifts is said 
to be in the works but may not 
make the initial model introduc- 
tion. Like Chevrolet. introduction

Little legislation of direct inter- 
est to truckers was considered or 
enacted by the 83rd Congress. 
Here’s what did or didn’t happen. 


Federal Aid to Highways Act 
. authorizes a record high total 
of $966,000,000 annually. It also 
calls for a comprehensive study of 
all phases of highway financing. 


leasing, was an attempt to require 
the ICC to keep hands off a long- 
standing trucking practice. ICC 
has tried in proceedings listed as 
Ex Parte MC-43 to ban trip-leas- 
ing and to require that compensa- 
tion shall not be on a basis of a 
percentage or division of revenue 
earned by a leased vehicle. 

The time lag bill proposed a 


speed-up in ICC decisions in gen- 
eral freight rate cases. It was de- 
signed to cure this situation: Car- 
riers say that by the time they ob- 
tain freight rate relief sought be- 
cause of rising costs the costs have 
outrun the relief. When both the 
trip-lease and time-lag bills came 
up for Senate discussion there was 
an attempt to tie them together.

President Vetoes S. 906 


. a bill to establish finality of 
contracts under Sec. 22 of the In- 
terstate Commerce Act.

The President based 
his veto on a belief that the so- 
called finality of contracts legisla- 
tion would relegate the govern- 
ment to a position “inferior to that 
of the general shipping public” in 
seeking reviews of freight charges.

New Radio Rules 
For Highway Trucks 


The FCC has finalized in part its 
proposal covering Land Transporta- 
tion Radio Service to establish a Mo- 
tor Carrier Radio Service. A decision 
has not been reached on that part 
dealing with common and contact 
carriers now operating under the 
Highway Truck Radio Service. 

Issues the FCC is seeking to re- 
solve before the proposal is adopted 
are: 1. Whether eligibility of car- 
riers of property in the Motor Car- 
rier Radio Service should be limited 
to common carriers; 2. Whether, and 
if so, to what extent contract car- 
riers should be eligible under this 
service; 3. To what extent should 
carriers of property under this serv- 
ice be permitted to use radio within 
the city limits, and under what con- 
ditions or limitations? 

At present, nine frequencies in the 
13.70 to 44.2 me band are proposed 
for exclusive use by carriers under 
the new service. 

In addition, the trucking industry 
is given opportunity to demonstrate 
its needs for three additional chan- 
nels tentatively allocated for inter- 
city bus use. Since overcrowding is 
one of the chief complaints made 
against two-way radio by its present 
users, it appears that the industry will 
take every possible step to acquire 
these three channels. 

Under former regulations, many 
private carriers had been licensed 
under the Highway Truck Service. 
According to the terms of the pro- 
posal as it now stands, the new serv- 
ice would not be available to them. 
All comments and rebuttals regarding 
the FCC proposal must be submitted 
by October 15th.

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Keep Motor Carrier 
Bureau Says ATA 


The trucking industry has renewed 
its opposition before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to “any pos- 
sibility of abolishing or further cur- 
tailing” the Bureau of Motor Carriers 
within the ICC. 

In a letter to Chairman Richard F. 
Mitchell, James F. Pinkney, general 
counsel for the American Trucking 
Associations, Inc., stated that the in- 
dustry’s position is that there should 
be an administrative separation “with- 
in your staff” of motor carrier regu- 
lation and the regulation of railroads, 


Need for separate bureau 


“The support of the motor carrier 
industry for the original Motor Car- 
rier Act of 1935 was conditioned.” 
Pinkney’s letter stated, “upon the es- 
tablishment of a separate bureau. Our 
reasons for insisting upon such a 
structure did not and do not now re- 
flect upon the personnel of the ICC. 

“They were based upon recognition 
of the facts that the operating prob- 
lems, the financing, managerial prob- 
lems, etc., of the motor carrier indus- 
try are sharply different in most re- 
spects from those of railroads. We 
did not want the detailed administra- 
tion of federal regulation placed in 
the hands of men whose whole back- 
ground has been in the field of rail- 
road operations and regulation.”

Furthermore, the letter continued, 
the trucking industry feels that the 
problem of the ICC of administering 
the law and its regulations, particu- 
larly from a compliance standpoint, 
requires a different approach in the 
case of the many thousands of regu- 
lated motor carriers.

A White House spokesman said the 
committee would be composed of five 


or six members, drawn from such 
groups as “organized labor, banking 
and the construction fields.” The re- 
sources of the Bureau of the Budget 
and the Bureau of Public Roads will 
be placed at the disposal of the com- 
mittee, which will report back to the 
President before the next session of

Kansas Reciprocity Law 
Held Unconstitutional .. . 


. by District Judge Harry W. 
Fisher. Several drivers of motor car- 
riers licensed in Oklahoma were 
arrested for failure to have Kansas 
license plates, but the drivers con- 
tended that because of the recipro- 
city agreement between Oklahoma 
and Kansas they did not need Kansas 
plates. Judge Fisher held that the 
company is not exempt from buying 


Kansas plates because: the trucks 
“are domiciled in” Kansas; the re- 
ciprocity agreement is void because it 
discriminates against citizens of 
Kansas in favor of citizens of Okla- 
homa; the act of the Kansas legisla- 
ture authorizing the making of inter- 
state compacts is unconstitutional be- 
cause it delegates legislative authority 
to the Reciprocity Commission.

Intercity tonnage transported by motor carriers in 
the second quarter of 1954 was 4.2 per cent less than 
the volume transported in the record second quarter 
of 1953, but marks a slight improvement over the 
first quarter of 1954, 

According to a report from the research depart- 
ment of the American Trucking Association, Inc., this 
decrease in tonnage was a continuation of the down- 
ward trend which began in the fourth quarter of 1953. 


The ATA truck loading index... 


. based on the second quarter of 1947-49 as 100, 
was 156 for the second quarter of 1954, This is based 
on preliminary figures covering the operations of 
1,612 Class I intercity common and contract carriers 
that transported 54,357,826 tons of intercity freight. 


A sharp decline in the northeast... 


caused the overall tonnage decrease. The New 
England, Middle Atlantic, and Central Regions suf- 
fered declines of 2.3 per cent, 8.0 per cent, and 14.8 
per cent respectively. In the remainder of the nation, 
tonnage handled by trucks increased over the record 
second quarter of 1953. 


The largest gain came in the middlewestern region 
where tonnage increased 23.2 per cent. Other in- 
creases were as follows: Southwestern, 13.2 per cent; 
Rocky Mountain, 8.9 per cent; Northwestern, 4.0 
per cent; Pacific, 0.5 per cent and Southern, 0.1 
per cent. 

Of the ten commodity classes, five registered in- 
creases against the second quarter of 1953. Com- 
modity classes with increases were: agricultural com- 
modities, 6.9 per cent; refrigerated liquids, 6.6 per 
cent; liquid petroleum, 5.0 per cent; household goods, 
0.8 per cent, and refrigerated solids, which registered 
a mark of 0.8 per cent. 

Showing decreases were: heavy machinery, 13.0 
per cent; motor vehicles, 10.7 per cent; general 
freight, 6.1 per cent, building materials, 4.7 per cent, 
all other intercity classes, 11.8 per cent. 


Contract carriers increase their part... 


. . of the total tonnage. The increase was slight, 
only 0.5 per cent, which raised their percentage 
tonnage from 13.2 per cent to 13.7 per cent. The 
common carrier share was 86.3 per cent. Common 
carriers suffered an overall decrease of 4.7 percent, 
contract carriers 0.6 per cent.

“The Western Miracle” Continues... 
More Automatic Controls for Industry 


Within recent weeks three new monthly tech- 
nical magazines devoted to automatic control 
systems for industrial processes and machinery 
have offered the public their first issues. One of 
these is CONTROL ENGINEERING, a McGraw- 
Hill publication. 

What has caused this surge of interest in the 
design and application of automatic control sys- 
tems? What does it portend for the future of 
American industry? More important, what does 
it promise for the American standard of liv- 
ing, of which industry is and must be the 
servant? And what is the role of CONTROL 
ENGINEERING in this development? It is to 


those questions that this statement is addressed. 


A New Intellectual Revolution 


It is frequently asserted that we are now in 
the throes of a new industrial revolution. The 
revolution is described as the eliminating of 
wasteful applications of human labor to repeti- 
tive tasks through new technology which makes 
it possible to transfer those tasks to automati- 
cally controlled machinery. 

It is perhaps more accurate, however, to say 
that we are the beneficiaries of a new intellectual 
revolution in the application of science to indus- 
try. This new intellectual revolution points the 


way toward giant strides in the continuing proc- 


ess of taking dull and laborious work off the 
backs and minds of men and transferring it to 
machines operating in large batteries under 
automatic control. 

The practical engineering work required to 
convert this intellectual revolution into a full- 
scale industrial revolution, however, in large 
part still remains to be done. It is to this task 
that CONTROL ENGINEERING will be de- 
voted. Its role is that of bridging the gap, in 
engineering and economic terms, between the 
new conceptions of automatic control of indus- 
trial processes and their practical workaday 
application. These conceptions run the full 
gamut from systems of control for automatic 
factories making heavy industrial products to 
highly personalized systems of automatic con- 
trol to warn people when they are approaching 
the broiling point in sunning themselves at the 
beach or becoming too drowsy to drive their 


cars safely. 


Enter the ‘‘Feed-Back’’ System 


Enough work has been done to move these 
conceptions out of the realm of interesting 
dreams and into the realm of practical possibili- 
ties, and in some cases into the realm of practi- 
cal realities. Crucial parts of this work were 
done during World War II when weapons were 
successfully equipped with “feed-back” systems 
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that automatically corrected mistakes made by 
the weapons in locating their targets. 

The principle of the “feed-back” system is as 
ancient as the personal monitor that tells us not 
to run into each other as we walk along the 
street. It feeds back to our locomotion machin- 
ery the warning of a collision ahead. But the 
application of the principle to weapon control 
and then to more general machinery control 
required superlatively imaginative and skillful 
scientific development. 

When a “feed-back” system that monitors an 
automatic process and keeps it lined up pre- 
cisely is teamed up with a computing machine, 
capable of making lightning calculations that 
control both what goes into the process and 
what is done with the product, the horizons of 
automatic control become broad indeed. But in 
large part they still remain horizons. A vast 
range of practical engineering work remains to 
be done to realize anything like the full potential 
of automatic control of industrial processes and 


machinery. 


More and Better Jobs 


There are those who view the surge of interest 
in automatic control with alarm. They conjure 
up a situation in which automatic processes will 
at once expand the ranks of the unemployed 
and reduce many of those still working in indus- 
try to the status of robots or automatons. 

\ look at the record of the American economy 
-a record of amazing growth, steadily improv- 
ing job opportunities and a constantly rising 
standard of living — demolishes the basis for 
such fears. The introduction of new and more 
efficient industrial machinery and processes ob- 
viously cannot be accomplished without creating 
some disturbance for some individuals and 
some companies. But consistently the longer 
range effect of such local and temporary dis- 
turbance has been more jobs and better jobs for 
Americans. 

It is no accident that, while the proportion of 
industrial wage earners in our population is 


virtually the same as it was in 1920, the pro- 


portion of professional and salaried workers has 
doubled. The proportion of unskiiled workers, 
furthermore, has dropped by half. This has been 
an essential part of a continuing process by 
which drudgery has been transferred to ma- 
chines while the workers who formerly did the 
drudgery have been graduated to jobs calling 
for greater competence and providing better pay. 


Higher Living Standard 


A British historian, H. J. Hancock, has re- 
ferred to this general process as “the Western 
miracle” —that of providing an ever higher 
and higher standard of living for more and 
more Americans. The key element in this miracle 
has been more and more reliance on power- 
driven machines to get the day’s work done. 

In the nature of the extremely complicated 
apparatus involved, full development of sys- 
tems which have passed through the “think 
stage” into the status of practical possibilities 
will be a time-consuming process. It will also be 
a very exacting process, calling for a tremen- 
dous application of engineering skill and in- 
genuity. However, the engineers who are con- 
centrating on this difficult, workaday phase of 
the development of apparatus for automatic 
control will be inspired by the knowledge that 
they are making a crucial contribution to tech- 
nical progress which holds great promise of 


good for the American people.

Three new multi-stop delivery truck models with 
Metro bodies have been introduced by the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company. Designated the RM-160 
series the new units have gvw ratings ranging from 
14,000 to 16,000 Ib. 

The new models are the RM-160 with 14,000 lb gvw 
rating; the RM-161, 15,000 lb gvyw rating; and the 
RM-162, 16,000 lb gvw rating. Body capacity is 396 
cu. ft. Wheelbase is 13734 in. 

Metro all-steel flathack bodies mounted on the RM- 
160 series chassis models are 12 ft. 7 in. in length, 
with an inside height of 68 in. 

The new models are equipped with the Interna- 
tional Silver Diamond 240 gasoline engine. Standard 
transmission is four-speed synchro-mesh; five speed 
synchro-mesh transmissions with direct or overdrive 
in fifth are optional.

e Any missing pros are caught immediately since the 
machine automatically counts each one. When the oper- 
ator finishes her run, the machine’s final number should 
be the same as that on the last pro. A special form is 
used for any missing pros and this is run right along 
with the regular pros. 


e Revenue is never inflated at any time by the amount 
of Accounts Payable, because the company has Net Rev- 
enue figures. 


e The Accounts Payable control card is used by the Ac- 
counts Payable department to check off payments. When 
a bill is paid for a certain pro number (bills are paid at 
terminals) the voucher copy is sent in to the Accounts 
Payable department and checked off against this ledger 
card. If a bill is paid twice, it shows up immediately. 
Variations are easily handled by making a journal ad- 
justment to Revenue Account. 


Compared with the hand method formerly used. this 
system actually saves Motor Cargo more than $1,300 per 
month, Under the previous system, it took 435 hours 
per week, at $1.25 per hour, to process incoming pros. 
This came to $2,355 per month. With the accounting 
machines, it takes 120 hours per week and the cost 
comes to $866.25 per month. Allowing $112.58 per 
month for depreciation on the machines, the total cost 
is $978.83—or $1,376.17 less than cost of the hand 
method. 

“In other words,” says Owen Orr, president of Motor 
Cargo, “we have our revenue figures, in final and up-to- 
date form, on a daily basis—at a cost of .013 of one 
cent per bill. Furthermore, we have the kind of informa- 
tion and controls we were unable to get from previous 
systems. What this is worth is difficult to estimate in dol- 
lars and cents.”

less likely to develop dangerous complications now than when he’s older. 
Mumps can be serious in an adolescent or an adult. They are more susceptible 
to complications that affect reproductive organs, pancreas, and (rarely) the 
brain. However, put a child to bed promptly, call your doctor to insure against 
complications. There are no preventives for mumps. And--contrary to belief-- 
you are not wholly immune once you have them. There’s about a 7 per cent 
chance that you’ll get them again. 


If you don’t drink, you can get automobile insurance at a bargain. That goes for 





both liability and collision coverage. Several insurance companies offer hefty 
rate reductions to teetotalers. You must be a total abstainer, occasional 
social drinkers can’t get this insurance. If you qualify, your rate starts out at 
about 25 per cent below the standard. One company offers another 5 per cent 
yearly reduction for five years if you make no claim--meaning a possible total 
saving of 50 per cent. 


Active reservists should check their records before making uniform expenditures on 





their own. They may be entitled to a uniform allowance. Qualifications for 
this $50 allowance are: (1) four years of satisfactory service; (2) two weeks’ 
active duty each year during the four-year period; and (3) 50-credit minimum 
each year in a reserve activity requiring the use of a uniform. To total up the 


credits: You get 15 points for becoming a reservist. Then count 15 points for 
each two weeks of active duty a year. Add to that 1 point for each one-day 
weekly reserve session you attended. 


You'll be asked soon for your annual Community Chest contribution. October is the 
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month for the drives all over the U.S. That means it’s time now to start figur 
ing out an answer to a puzzling question: How much shall I give? Most execu- 
tives want to contribute what they think is ‘‘expected.’’ The trouble is, they 
can’t find an acceptable norm. Aside from other considerations, here’s a rule 
of thumb: 

Give between 1 per cent and 2 per cent of your gross income. That will 
put you down in the Chest’s book as fairly generous. 

Most Community Chests feel that the ideal gift would be to have every- 
one in town give 1 per cent. However, everybody do2sn’t: Most people settle 
for a $5 or $10 check even if they can afford a lot more. 


For anyone with a high income, a skimpy gift is doubly foolish. Because of the 


tax situation, he aisses an opportunity to be of real service to the community 
at small cost to himself. There are also good social service reasons for sup- 
porting the Chest. Each one is a wholly local enterprise; everything it does 
benefits your own community. Generally, the drive includes all the separate 
local agencies--Boy and Girl Scouts, hospitals, clinics, nursing organizations, 
children’s agencies. In many communities, the drive also includes some big 
national campaigns--cancer, heart, and tuberculosis funds, and the like. That 
means you can give to most charities in one sum. 


All this marks a vast change in the meaning of the word “‘charity."’ Only 20 
years ago, charities did little more than pick up people who had fallen by the 
wayside--the poor or ill, the problem cases and the bums. 

Charity is a lot more positive now. Says one Community Chest official: 
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eS ere ae ase 


‘*The whole idea is a really constructive program for the community develop- 
ment of good health and good living--a better life for everyone. ’’ 


You don’t have to worry about too much of the money you give going for ex- 
penses. Operating costs for an entire year run at just about 10¢ for every 
dollar given. 

The local Chest decides how the money is to be split up among the 
participating agencies. National headquarters has no say in this. (In fact, the 
headquarters was set up by the local Chests purely as a service agency.) 

Best way to give is by a pledge. The Chest doesn’t need the money all 
at once. And that way you can handle a more generous contribution. The 
Chests prefer it, too--probably because they have a remarkable collection 
record. Some report as little as 1 per cent shrinkage. 


Angina pectoris, the dangerous and painful heart ailment, can be treated to some 
extent by several drugs. But prolonged tests by a group of doctors have shown 
Peritrate, a tablet taken by mouth, is best.

Be sure to have your heating system checked over before cold weather sets in. If 
your furnace is old, it may need repairing--or even replacing. Cracks and 
corrosion can be dangerous. Other deficiencies--such as warped or sprung 
doors—can spoil the draft. That cuts down efficiency, boosts fuel bills. Have 
a good heating man determine whether the thermostat is in the right spot. It 
should be on an inside wall, away from heat sources such as lamps or tele- 
vision sets. 





If you've got more reading than you can handle, these suggestions may help. They’ re 
from The Reading Laboratory, Inc.’s better reading course: 

Consciously speed up your reading. Make fewer and faster stops at each 
line of print. 

Instead of taking in one or two words at a time, try picking up word 
clusters (up to 5 or 6 words) with each glance. 

Pre-read everything. Avoid “one-gaitedness.’’ Not all reading matter 
merits equal concentration. A quick look-over, taking advantage of chapter, 
paragraph headings, headlines, will help you judge the value of the material, 
perhaps find parts to skip entirely. 





A pocket-sized battery kit will let you use your electric shaver every day--in the 
woods or elsewhere where there is no electricity at all, or in foreign countries 
where you generally find voltages are different.

“AHE ABC SYMBOL, which appears at 
the head of this page, is your brand — 
the reader's brand —on this magazine. It 

stands for Audit Bureau of Circulations. It 

means that this magazine will stay in business 
only so long as it continues to serve its readers 
to their satisfaction. 

That Bureau—known for short as ABC —is 

a voluntary, nonprofit, cooperative association 

founded in 1914 by a group of publishers, ad- 

vertisers and advertising agencies who wanted 
to establish and maintain higher standards of 
publishing practices than then prevailed. Its pri- 
mary and specific purpose was to set up yard- 
sticks to appraise circulation values and to verify 
the claims of publishers as to their circulations. 

For the buyer of advertising space this provides 

an effective means to take some of the guesswork 

out of buying and to reconcile the conflicting 
claims of competing publishers. BUSINESS 

WEEK magazine has aptly described ABC as 

“the publisher’s conscience —and cop.” 


UT IN DOING that job, ABC performs an- 
B other function of high importance to the 
readers of ABC member publications. It pro- 
vides a constant pressure on the publishers to 
keep alive in their staffs a sense of primary re- 
sponsibility to their readers. That is because the 
most simple and direct method of making a 
publication responsible to its readers is to place 
upon it a purchase price, whether by subscrip- 
tion or newsstand purchase, The right to pur- 
chase or to refrain from purchasing a publica- 
tion gives to the reader and to no one else the 
power to pass effective judgment on the pub- 
lisher’s success in serving the reading public. 
Each paid publication will grow or languish, will 
prosper or fail, in proportion as it wins or loses 
the following of thousands or millions of read- 
ers. The readers, by their patronage, record their 
judgments as to whether the publisher and his 
publication are measuring up to their responsi- 
bility to them.

And that is where the ABC comes into the 
reader's picture. The newspaper or magazine 
that carries the ABC symbol on its masthead 
must in the first place be a paid circulation pub- 
lication. Moreover, it must conform to the high 
standards set up by the Bureau as to terms of 
payment and accounting methods. And again 
it must open all of its books to the auditors of 
the Bureau on demand. 


NINCE THE INFORMATION thus determined by 
s thorough and impartial audit is periodically 
made public through the ABC statements and 
audit reports, it is constantly available to and 
universally used by advertisers who are consid- 
ering the purchase of space in an ABC publica- 
tion. These reports show the circulation trend, 
as verified and certified by ABC, and thus put 
the advertisers in a position to know whether or 
not the publisher is rendering satisfactory serv- 
ice to his readers. 

Thus the publisher who submits his publica- 
tion to the supervision and discipline of ABC 
affirms in the strongest possible manner that he 
recognizes his primary obligation is to his read- 
ers and that he owes his standing to a voluntary 
demand by those readers. It follows that the 
editors of ABC publications must be exception- 
ally alert to the desires of their readers and 
responsive to their needs, since any decline in 
circulation will soon show up in the ABC state- 
ments and audit reports. 


HAT IS WHY we describe the ABC symbol 
: the reader's brand. It shows that a pub- 
lication must be primarily responsive to him and 
that he holds in his own hands its success or 
failure. And that ABC symbol is not only a 
constant reminder to him of that fact, but also 
an equally constant reminder to all concerned 
that the reader’s willingness to pay for the ABC 
publication is the acid test of its value to him 
and to the advertiser.
